Court was all füll of Sol- 
diers, and, indeed, the whole very much reſembled 
the State of an earthly Monarch, only more mag- 
nificent, We paſt through ſeveral Courts, into a 
vaſt Hall, which led to a 2 Stair-caſe, at the 
Bottom of which ſtood two Pages, with very grave 
Countenances; whom I recollected afterwards to 
have formerly been very eminent Undertakers, and 
were, in reality, the only diſmal Faces I ſaw here: 
for this Palace, ſo awful and tremendous without, 


is all gay and ſpritely within, ſo that we ſoon loſt all 


thoſe diſmal and gloomy Ideas we had contracted in 
approaching it. Indeed, the ſtill Silence maintain- 
ed among the Guards and Attendants reſembled 
rather the ſtately Pomp of Eaftern Courts, but
